There has been a lot of activ- 
ity lately in the Avila television 
studio as the Communications 
department prepares a pilot 
program for the Eternal Word 
Television Network, the national 
Catholic cable network. Headed 
by Mother M. Angelica, EWTN 
is Fairly new and does not have 
an outlet in the midwest. Avila 
hopes to provide the network 
with innovative, original pro- 
gramming reflective of ourarea. 

Executive producer of the 
pilot is William Covington of the 
Avila Communications depart- 
ment. The show will be pro- 
duced by student Sean Mc- 
Menemy, with three segments 
reported by students Patrick 
Wood, Liesa Davis, and Jeff 
Barker. Interviews will be shown 
with Dr. William Louis of Avila, 
speaking about the goals of the 
theater department, Fr. Mike 
Zahorchak, talking about on- 
going spiritual projects at Avila 
and a representative of the Fel- 
lowship of Christian Athletes.

to the network in Birmingham, 
Alabama, to be approved by 
their engineers for quality and 
mechanical compatibility. If 
approved, Avila will provide 
EWTN with one program each 
month. The Communications 
department here will keep copies 
of the programs for a tape 
library. 

William Covington says that 
this represents a unique situa- 
tion for Avila. "Not many col- 
leges produce for national 
cable," said Covington. "We’re 
over the first hurdle already 
because they didn't turn down 
our initial offer. We could be 
their voice in the midwest." He 
adds that it could provide 
impressive resume material for 
the students who are involved 
with the project. 

Many details are still being 
worked out, such as the pro- 
gram title and set design. Since 
no cable carrier in the Kansas 
City area carries EWTN, Avila Is 
pursuing an outlet in this area to 
broadcast the show.

Avila will be reviewed for con- 
tinuance of its accreditation by 
the North Central Association 
commission of Higher Educa- 
tion in February 1988. The last 
visit to Avila was in February of 
1978. “The North Central eva- 
luation of Avila is not just one 
particular department being 
evaluated but the entire college. 
It’s our badge of approval our 
means of regional recognition." 
says Sister Marie Georgette 
Eschbacher, PH.D. Sister Marie 
Georgette was appointed coor- 
dinator of the North Central 
self-study committee and chair 
person of the steering commit-

tee by Dr. Kramer last Spring. 
The preparation for the evalua- 
tion began last Spring when 
President Kramer appointed 
the coordinator and a seven- 
member steering committee of 
faculty and staff persons. 

The steering committee con- 
sisting of Dr. Kramer, Dean 
Scott, Dean Lease, Sister Marie 
Joan Harris, Kay Luft and Judy 
Gibbs has formed thirteen sub- 
committees of faculty, staff and 
students to undertake a study 
and evaluation in the areas of 
administration, faculty, finan- 
ces, library, student life, physi- 
cal facilities and institutional 



life and climate. 

From August to December of 
1986 to North Central self-study 
committee will be reviewing the 
1978 recommendations, accom- 
plishments of the last ten years 
and planning and collecting 
data for individual program 
analysis and review. Currently 
the steering committee and all 
facets of the campus are work- 
ing on Avila’s Mission State- 
ment and Purpose. The institu- 
tional planning committee is 
working on planning. 

Work and preparation for the 
accreditation visit will continue 
through the late Fall of 1987.
